from that he preached; that though he denounc- 
ed wealth no one was more obsequious to the 
rich; and though he sympathised with the poor, 
he never would touch the cause of a poor man 
unless his fee (he was a lawyer) was paid in ad- 
vance.

Suspecting their intentions to be Hostile, 
Vapt. Pfcsion got a sprang on his cable, placed 
his five guns on the seaward side of his vessel 
and run up big colors.

A well directed ,fiire 


from the Pandora soon silenced one them, and 
she hauled down her colors. 


Soon alter she was boarded and supplied .with 


men by one of her concerts, and the three com- 
jneneed operations again upon Uie Pandora,, Al- 
ter a fight of one hour the schooners endeavored 
to get in shore ol the brig, when Capt Fatten 
slipped hi« cable, cut the spring, and ran whore 
in the direction which on account of the battety 
the schooners could not follow. The schooners 
weie trom 80 to 100 tons each, and bad in,all 
150 men. At the smallest estimation there were 
upwards of40 killed and twice that number 
wounded.

The schooners all fired high, and the rnning 


and lower riggingnf.lhe Pandora was completely 
destroyed. Several of her stays were cut away, 
also her yawl from her davitrf. . Hit b'lll ami 
masts received but small injury.
